The  Miracle  of  Hanukkah 


As  I  write  this  article,  the 

Chicago  Cubs  and  Cleveland 
Indians  are  about  to  play  in 
the  World  Series.  It  has  been  a  long 
time  since  either  of  these  franchises 
has  been  victorious 
in  the  Fall  Classic, 
and  by  the  time  you 
read  this,  fans  of 
one  of  these  teams 
will  believe  they 
have  witnessed 
a  great  miracle. 

Their  experience 
provides  us  with 
an  opportunity  to  reflect  on  the 
possibility  of  miracles  in  our  lives. 

The  Sages  argue  whether  the  festival 
of  Hanukkah  should  last  eight  days 
or  only  seven.  You  know  the  story: 
when  the  Jewish  rebels  cleaned  up 
the  defiled  Temple,  they  found  a 
small  cruse  of  oil  that  should  have 
lasted  one  day  but  lasted  for  eight.  To 
commemorate  that  miracle,  we  light 
candles  for  eight  days.  But,  say  some  of 
the  rabbis,  the  first  night  was  not  really 
a  miracle:  they  expected  the  oil  to  last 
one  night.  The  holiday  should  last  only 
seven  nights  to  honor  the  miracle. 

Why,  then,  do  we  celebrate  for  eight? 


My  answer  to  this  question  is  a 
beautiful  teaching  from  my  teacher, 
Rabbi  David  Hartman,  of  blessed 
memory.  He  taught  that  the  miracle 
of  the  first  night  was  that  the  Jewish 
rebels  -  the  Maccabees  -  lit  the  lamp 
at  all.  They  had  no  idea  if  the  oil  would 
last  the  eight  days  that  it  would  take  to 
procure  more  oil  to  keep  the  Temple 
light  burning.  Yet,  they  took  a  leap  of 
faith  and  lit  the  lamp,  trusting  in  God’s 
power  and  promise.  That  is  a  miracle 
we  can  embrace  every  day. 

What  I  love  about  Rabbi  Hartman’s 
teaching  is  that  it  tells  us  that 
Hanukkah  is  essentially  about 
mindset.  So  many  of  us  take  a  very 
rational  approach  to  life,  content 
with  the  scientific  explanations  of 
why  things  happen.  Whether  we 
know  it  or  not,  we  accept  the  view  of 
religion  espoused  by  Rabbi  Mordecai 
Kaplan,  when  he  says,  “We  cannot,  for 
example,  believe  that  God  performs 
miracles,  and  at  the  same  time  believe 
in  the  uniformities  of  natural  law 
demanded  by  scientific  theory.” 

There  is,  however,  another  mindset, 
another  way  to  live  our  lives  and 
appreciate  the  wonders  around  us. 


The  Baal  Shem  Tov,  the  founder  of 
Hasidism,  taught,  “The  world  is  full 
of  wonders  and  miracles,  but  man 
takes  his  little  hand  and  covers  his 
eyes  and  sees  nothing.”  When  we  are 
willing  to  look  at  the  world  around 
us  and  believe  that  more  is  possible 
than  meets  the  eye,  then  anything  is 
possible.  A  rabble  of  country  priests 
can  defeat  the  powerful  Greek  army. 

A  small  number  of  Jews  can  sign  the 
Israeli  Declaration  of  Independence 
and  fight  off  the  invading  Arab  armies, 
establishing  a  Jewish  state  (the  first 
since  the  days  of  the  Maccabees).  The 
shift  in  mindset  creates  opportunities 
and  possibilities. 

As  we  light  our  menorahs  this  month 
and  place  them  in  our  windows  to 
publicize  the  miracle  of  Hanukkah, 
may  we  uncover  our  eyes  and  see 
ourselves  as  lamplighters,  lighting 
up  the  darkness,  embracing  the 
unforeseen  opportunities  and 
possibilities  that  lie  in  front  of  us. 

And  maybe,  just  maybe,  miracles  will 
happen.

There  are  so 
many  opportunities  to  experience 
this  at  Park  Avenue  Synagogue,  a 
congregation  truly  dedicated  to  music 
education.  We  hope  you  will  join  us  for 
the  Music  Center  concert  on  December 
8,  the  musical  Hanukkah  celebration 
for  young  families  on  December  11, 
candle  lighting  and  singing  during 
Hanukkah,  and  services  every  week. 
Each  occasion  is  an  opportunity  to 
come  together,  to  sing,  to  connect  with 
each  other,  and  learn  through  music. 
Yes,  you  will  definitely  have  fun,  but 
it’s  so  much  more  than  that! 


Music  is  actually  an  incredibly 
powerful  educational  tool.  It  is  an 
age-old  tool  for  transmitting  content. 
Think  back  to  your  childhood  ...  is 
there  a  song  you  remember?  Prayers, 
Torah  verses,  and  other  holy  texts 
are  easily  remembered  when  they  are 
passed  down  in  song.  Children  in  the 
ECC  sing  Modeh  Ani  and  Sh’ma  each 
morning,  and  these  prayers  will  stay 
with  them  long  into  adulthood.  Bnei 
Mitzvah  students  learn  their  Torah 
reading  with  trope  (cantillation), 
giving  it  rhythm  and  flow  so  that  they 
can  learn  to  read  it  from  the  scroll. 

Music  also  builds  community.  When 
students  in  the  Congregational  School 
gather  for  tefillot,  raising  their  voice 
in  song,  they  are  connected  to  each 
other,  to  their  history,  and  to  Jews 
everywhere  who  sing  the  same  prayers. 
The  Hebrew  and  Israeli  songs  they 
are  learning  for  the  Zimriyah,  the  end 
of  year  song  festival  in  May,  connect 
them  to  our  language  and  country.

Fifty  Years 
ago  at  PAS  — 
Rabbi  Shlomo 
Carlebach 


During  the  fall  of  1966, 

the  PAS  Adult  Education 
Institute  of  Jewish 
Studies  presented  a  lecture 
series  on  “Modern  Trends  in 
Judaism.”  Speakers  representing 
the  Orthodox,  Conservative, 
Reconstructionist,  and  Reform 
approaches  were  Rabbi  Irving 
(Yitz)  Greenberg,  Rabbi  Judah 
Nadich,  Rabbi  Emanuel  Goldsmith, 
and  Rabbi  Balfour  Brickner, 
respectively.  Also  included  in  this 
series  was  a  session  on  Hasidism 
featuring  Rabbi  Shlomo  Carlebach. 
While  the  other  presenters  spoke  in 
a  conventional  lecture  format,  Rabbi 


Carlebach  sang  and  told  stories  as 
he  accompanied  himself  on  guitar  in 
the  PAS  sanctuary. 

Shlomo  Carlebach  greeted  his 
audience  like  this: 

When  one  person  meets  another, 
the  biblical  greeting  is  to  say 
shalom.  Shalom  comes  from  the 
word  sh’leimut,  which  means 
being  whole.  One  human  being 
says  to  the  other:  You  know 
something,  I  am  a  broken  vessel 
without  you.  I’m  not  whole 
without  you;  I'm  only  half.  And 
now  that  I  met  you,  I’m  whole 
again.  My  soul  is  a  little  bit  bigger, 
my  heart  is  deeper,  and  life  is 
much  more  beautiful  since  I  met 
you.  That’s  called  shalom.  So 
shalom  to  you,  friends. 

“Have  you  seen  Hasidim  dancing?” 
Carlebach  asked.  “When  it  comes 


to  singing  and  to  dancing,  they  act 
like  one;  they  are  whole  when  they 
sing  and  dance  together,”  Carlebach 
continued.  “In  Hasidism  it  is 
important  that  everything  is  real. 

Is  God  real  to  you?  Is  your  friend 
real  to  you?”  He  also  said  that  the 
essence  of  Hasidism  is  not  expressed 
in  talking,  but  in  doing.  What  is  the 
most  important  thing  we  can  do  in 
our  lives?  The  answer  is  whatever 
we  are  doing  at  the  moment. 

Carlebach  closed  the  evening  with 
this  message:  “Always  ask,  ‘Do  you 
know  that  God  is  living?  ...  If  we 
all  hold  hands  we  can  reach  heaven. 
Am  Yisroel  Chair’
